TtiLi source said a merger of the 
services would aavo tJic government 
considerable money and would lit 
In wl'.h economy demands ot the 
Republican majority In the new con- 
gre.M. He said It was significant 
that Republican leaders had ogrecd 
go along with the unification of 
[; conRrc.islonal committees on 
military and naval affairs.

The aggregate production wai 
three percent greater than the I04i 
total and 31 per cent greater than 
the 1035-30 average. 

The to lal acrcaHc han-csted of 
the principal crops— 3,431.000 aci 
was also the greatest on record. 

Yields per acre of sugar beets, dry 
hennn and o<iLi averaged higher 
than any other year. 

"The potato crop was the third 
highest on record, being exceeded 
In 1045 and 1043, 

Total value ot the production, 
eluding sugar bccls, wan estimated 
at »200^(!3,O0O, or 14 per cent greater 
than the liMS valuation ot the cor- 
responding crops.

Shows 18 Pi^r 
Cent Increase 

WASIUNGTON, Dec. OIR—A now 
government price survey— showing 
an IS per cent rise In living costs 
tor 1044— was tlimst today Into the 
wage-profit debate raging aa a pre- 
" ide to 1047 wage disputes. 

"Tho report was released by the 
bureau ot labor statistics while tho 
NaUonal Association ot Manufac- 
turers prepared a full -dress reply 
CIO survey claiming business 
raise wogcs 35 per cent without 
raising prices. 

Tho effect ot rising prlee.i on the 
real Incomo of workers was a major 
argument In the Clo auney, which 
--as prepared to support demand for 
lage Increases, Tlie BL8 report did 
ot touch on business profits, which 
:ere given much attenUon In the 
CIO analysis. 

According to BLS, prices of living 
essentials rose about IB per cent 
during 1040 with a 34 per cent Jump 
In food prices leading tho advance. 
"Tlie report said rising prices had 
been a factor In labor unrest. 

It noted that factory workers 
earned an average of $45.43 weekly 
In July. 1045, compared with HOJB 
last Fcbraaty. Wage levels wei 
.stored lo July, 1045 levels by _.. 
lember ot 1040. the report said, but 
meanwhile the prices-of living 
senllals had risen 15 per cent. 

BLS said price incrca.ics for 1040 
were greater than In any year since 
World war I and tar above the In- 
crca-ies of 1043. 1044 and I04S.,Whlle 
coniuniers prices were rising 18 per 
cent, wholesale prices were climb- 
ing an average of 31 per cent.
